A BATTLE WITH JACK RABBITS. 



Perilous and Exciting; Sport In tho AVHd 
"West.

Delivers Jitck Rabbit club, tin associa- 
tion which annually makes an excursion, 
aud lius for its object ilie keeping down of 
the cerlsus of the rabbit race in Colorado, 
returned a few days ago front its animal- 
slaying trip, and ils members have settled 
down to tlieir regular business.

The grand central hunt is always, of 
course, the principal feature of these ex- 
cursions, and is in its details very care- 
lully arranged and carried out. Its ar 
langement consists, first, in the choice of 
a captain, who commands the whole af- 
fair, that honor this year falling upon Mr. 
Suosa GSpt. Suess" divided his company 
into two parties, with a leader for each, 
and With each party was a horseman pro- 
vided with immense-bags for game. In 
the rear of all were two wagons, wliich 
were to take the game from the horsemen 
as soon as it accumulated. 

Cupt. Suess formed his company into 
two racks, each headed by its leader, and 
at the word of command the company 
started forward to the scene of carnage. 
Af thfty approached the rabbit ground the 
two lines diverged to the right and left, 
marching in n diagonal course each way, 
and soon inclosing upon one side an area 
embracing several" acres. As the lines ad- 
vanced they lengthened, until at the 
proper signal the leaders directed their 
course toward each oilier, and an immense 
circle was formed, which, gradually l tr- 
rowing, corralled an army of rabbits, 
which had been startled by the tramp of 
the enemy, who had encompassed their 
city as Uie walls of Babylon were once en- 
compassed. 

Then came the moment of excitement, 
and each man grasped Ids gun, fearing 
that he would get nervous and lire before 
he ought to, and possibly shoot a neighbor 
ovtjr on the ether side of the circle. The 
rule is that the first shot shall be tired by 
the man toward whom a rabbit ruus, and 
in tho. event of his failure to hit it the 
next man takes a pop at the jack, and so 
on. This " rule was as strictly adherred to 
as possible; but, after the first two shots, 
the game raa in such u lively style that 
tho country all around was ringing with 
the report of musketry in a very "few min- 
utes, and t';e ground was strewn with 
dead rabbits so rapidly that the riders were 
kept busy picking them up while riding 
around like crazy cavalrymen. 

Therosultof tho hunt was some 1,200 
rabbits, to say nothing of a small ptinct- 
iij-e in the forehead of Johnny Iqeffer, 
who cauuht a stray shot, and who is as 
tb'ftd of the scar as a one-legged soldier is 
pf his missing limb. The remit of the 
year's excursion is about the aine in poinf 
p,f dead as was 'that of hist year, but this 
same result took longer time by a day last 
year. The private shoot of the members 
0n the flrst day amounted to naught, as 
thoy left tlieir game out all night and the 
coyotes came and devoured it.

The moment he commences 
to feel sleepy— to relax his muse'es— In- 
numerable, bamboo points cuter into., his 
fleBh, ami -the pain is so acute that sleep" is 
impossible: I Inally he dies, rather from 
want of sleep limn from pain— one of the 
most hideous deaths imaginable. -

THE BANANA TRADE. 



CHAT WITH THE FATHER OF THE 
TRADE IN THIS COUNTRY. 



First Schooner Loud Ilrouglit to New York 
lu 1858— Looking Tor u. New Place 
of Supply—The minima's 
Growth. 



[Baltimore Sun.] 

Capt. George Bush, the supercargo of 
the l'cvveril is not only a veteran sailor, 
but also tho father of the banana business 
in tho United States. Capt. Bush 
emigrated from Germany to this country 
when he was quite 'a young man. In an 
interesting talk about the banana business 
with a Sun reporter. Capt. Bush said: "I 
brought the first schooner loail of bananas 
ever seen in the United Slates. 1 sold 
them to Gilmartin, in New York, in 1S5S. 
People did not know wdml they were, aud 
my little cargo of 1,100 bunches over- 
stocked the market. I secured them iu 
Baracoa, Cuba. Three years after that 
cargo was lauded in New York the trade 
had developed so fast that it required 
twenty-five or thirty schooner- loads alone 
to supply iSew York. In 181)'; the trade 
had grown so enormously that I began to 
look around for other places to get 
bananas. I had been to ports in Jamaica, 
after oranges in previous years, but 
never for bananas. 

''In May. 1807, I sailed for Oro Cabe/.a, 
Jamaica, in search of bananas. Arriving 
there I found Capt. Jim Muidock, a quad- 
roon native and a Christian, the last qual- 
ity being rare on the island. 1 told him 
what 1 wanted, and he promised to buy 
them for me. Bananas had no value 
among the natives. They never ate them. 
They were planted simply as a protection 
to the cotlee trees. The latter need pro- 
tection from the sun, and the banana trees 
are planted in rows alongside them. 
Well, my friend Capt. Jim .Muidock 
couldn't get me more than 700 bunches of 
bananas at Oro Cabe/.a, and 1 induced him 
to sail with mo to Port Antonio. Here I 
found a splendid land-locked harbor, with 
deep water. Capt. Jim succeeded in buy- 
ing 1,000 bunches of bananas for mo in a 
short time. The natives were only too 
glad to sell them at to IS cents a bunch. 
The people were poor They had no 
money, and very little to eat, and no 
clothing to speak of.- 1 paid ij^oO for my 
cargo. 

"1 reached Boston in eleven days, and 
discharged 1,120 bunches of good ban- 
anas. Por one very handsome bunch I 
got $25, and the man wdio purchased il 
sold it in ten minutes for ijoo. Since thai 
time I have been engaged in the banana 
trade, and have seen the ports of Jamaica 
built up and the people growing rich. 
The natives don't spend much on their 
liviug. Their wardrobe principally con. 
sists of a coffee sack, wilh holes for arms 
and the head, and belted around the 
waist with a rope. The other items in 
their living stand obout in the same ratio 
in the matter of cost. They do not invest 
or bank tlieir money. They know noth- 
ing of such things. They bury theii 
money and hoard it. Some of them are 
quite rich. 

"The banana treo is a species of tho 
palm. It requires very rich and moist 
ground. It is a porous, fibrous tree, and 
attains from twenty five to forty feet in 
height. It is indigenous lo the soil of tho 
islands, whore bananas abound. Tho 
roots are planted in rows by the natives. 
They soon shoot a sprout about four feet 
out of the ground. Then three or four 
more appear at short intervals, until ns 
many as eighteen show above the ground 
from one root. If all these are let grow 
there will be no bananas. So all tho 
sprouts except two or three of the health- 
iest are destroyed. The sprout will ma- 
ture in ten to fourteen months. 

"The first evidence of fruit is a brilliant 
purple flower. This soon gives pluce to 
innumerable little bananas, which rapidly 
grow to maturity. The next sprout cornea 
10 bearing from three to four weeks after 
the first, and others follow at regular in- 
tervals throughout the year. Each sprout 
bears one bunch of bananas, aud is cut 
down when the fruit is harvested. The 
natives receive from 85 to 75 cents per 
bunch for bananas, according to size and 
quality. " 

Hypocrisy of Conventionalism.

There are standards of taste, canons of 
criticism, decrees of authority that tho 
prudent and the worldly-wise will novur 
dare to defy. A genius, bravo in tho con- 
sciousness of his strength, may now and 
then venture to set them aside; but medi- 
ocrity, however ambitious, will always 
copy. The case would not be so lamenta- 
ble were Uiis insincerity and intellectual 
timidity confined to literature. 

Conventionalism rules tho world. In 
the conversation of tnose who arc ordina- 
rily cultivated people the same old cut 
and dried opinion, tho same old stock of 
silent quotations, and set phrases even, 
are reported ad nauseam. One might 
suppose that peoplo got their talk as tho 
parvenu does his manners, out of a hand- 
book of etiquette. But now and then wo 
find a child of nature who is not afraid to 
speak right out his or her own honest and 
simple opinions, and however cru'le, .how- 
ever wide of the mark they may be, wo 
are always charmed, for then at least wo 
have found something genuine, original 
and natural.

J?rogre»s" or Amm-Ican Sculpture 

[George Alfred Townsend.J 
The first statues by Americans were 
wood-carving for vessels to ornament their 
hows, and similar wood-carvings on cruci- 
fixes iu the Catholic churches, and occa- 
sionally some wood-carving in a public 
building like tho Philadelphia state house. 
Col. John Trumbull told John Frazee, 
pur first bust maker, about sixty years 
ago, that sculpture would not be wanted 
In America for another century. This 
Frazee was from New Jersey, and he was 
a tombstone- cutter; he began to make 
ornamental mantelpieces, and then made 
tho first American bust about 1824, of 
John Wells, Esq., which stands in Grace 
church, New lork. He also made tho 
bust of John .lay, iu the supreme court at 
Washington, In 1881. 

Iu his stone-yard Crawford, our first 
American sculptor of prominence, began 
his art. As Joel T. Hart was boru iu 
1810 he came very near being the earliest 
of our sculptors. Brown, of Newburg, 
was born in 1814; Story was born iu 
Salem in 1819. Bull, who has made the 
monument of Emancipation for Wash- 
ington, was also boru in lHli), at Charles- 
town, opposite Boston. Ward, of Ohio, 
is said to have got the first idea of be- 
coming a sculptor by visiting Brooklyn, 
when some one introduced him to Brown, 
the sculptor, at the age of 18. Ward en 
rolled under Brown iu 1850, and stayed 
with him six years. Clark Mills, of 
Washington, now dead, was born in 1815, 
in New fork state, and got the friendship 
of some of the southern public men. They 
gave h.~. among the first public com- 
missions to execute for tho streets of 
Washington.

LONDON'S MORALS. 

Since the Pall Mall Gazette's expos- 
ure's, there has been a disposition in other 
parts of the country, and of the world, 
to luok upon the groat metropolis as a 
modern Babylon or Sodom. This is not 
a true estimate. London is so vast, that 
it a very world in itself. There is much 
of vico and immorality there, doubtless. 
In what quarter of the world, in what 
great city, in what small country village, 
is not vico to he found / Error and wrong 
and wickedness exist everywhere. And 
as everywhere, also, there are virtue and 
vico, woalth and poverty, elevating and 
demoralizing influences set over against 
each other, so in London. What won- 
der! Says an English exchange: 

The English capital h equal to seven 
St. Petersburgs, eight Viennaa, Mudrids 
or Berlins, nine Naples or Moscows, 
thirteen Lisbons, Amsterdams or Mar- 
seilles, twenty Hamburgs, Mexicos, 
Brussels and Copenhagen's, and very 
nearly thirty Dresdens, Stockholma, Flor- 
ences or Frankforts. If Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Birmingham, Leeds, Sheffield, 
Bristol, Wolverhampton, Newcastle, Ply- 
mouth, Bradford, Portsmouth, Hull, Old- 
ham and Sunderland were all thrown into 
one town, they would conjointly fall 
short of London in population. Here, 
within tho circuit of u few miles, are us 
many people as in Canada and in jro than 
in the whole of Holland. London ex- 
ceeds by something like three times tho 
entire Norwegian nation, and by several 
thousands the Portuguese. 

In Riich a populous and vast metropolis 
it is in the nature of things that nearly 
all the vices which curse tho world should 
aoinewheru find a place. But the other 
side should also bo taken into account. 
No other city has so vast a company of 
the good, the true, the noble, the philan- 
thropic and virtuous within its bounds as 
London. None has so many churches, bo 
many worshippers, so many divines, so 
many great moral agencies at work, so 
many benevolent institutions, hospitals, 
charities, "asylums. A full view of tho 
better side of London would place it 
upon a religious and moral eminence that 
tho best cities of the world might envy 
but could not hope to equal. Let it be 
hoped that the revelations of its moral 
plaguo spots will work a remedy for its 
grossest evils. But it is not right nor 
fitting that the groat centre of religious 
and moral enterprises, the great intellec- 
tual, monetary and commercial metropolis 
of the world should be defamed a3 a 
modern Sodom. The surprise and indig- 
nation which tho revelations have made 
shows how strong is tho moral sense of 
tho mass of the community, and go to 
prove that in London as elsewhere there 
is a public conscience, a religious and 
moral sentiment, and a thousand times 
repeated the number of good men and 
women who, if they had been found in 
Sodom, would have saved it from de- 
struction, 

GORDON HEAD ROAD. 

As the country in tho neighborhood of 
Gordon llead is being rapidly settled, 
the poverty of that section of Victoria 
district in tho matter of roads is becom- 
ing daily more apparent. The so-called 
roads leading to tile head are in a very 
bad Btate. In winter they are impassable 
for whoels. Tn summer they can scarcely 
be used with safety, and the person who 
may drive over them does so at tho ex- 
treme peril of his vehicle and animals, :;a 
well as himself. No worse piece of road 
can be found anywhere on tho island than 
that which leads to Gordon Head, and 
families who reside there look forward to 
the approaching inclement season with a 
feeling of dismay not unmixed with de- 
spair. A few hundred dollars expended 
now in that vicinity would prove most ac- 
ceptable to the farmers there, and would 
show that the government, which has al- 
ready done much for the country districts, 
is not disposed to neglect the people of 
Gordon Head. 

THE LONDON SCANDAL. 

The London police profess to have dis- 
covered that the charges of immorality 
in tho Pall Mall Gazette were 
the result of a conspiracy between the 
_ editor of the Gazette, a young girl named 
' Armstrong and a woman named Jarrett. 
It is intimated that tho girl was hired to 
personate an innocent betrayed one and 
tho woman played the part of the aban 
doned procuress. The woman and girl 
have beer, arrested, and Editor Stead has 
telegraphed that he will return from 
Switzerland and face his accusers If it 
should turn out that the accusations of 
tho police are true, no punishment could 
bo too severe for tho chief actors in that 
infamous scandal . 

DI STING UISI1 ED VISITORS. 

Sir Adolph Caron, member of militia, 
and Sir F. Middleton, major-general of 
the Canadian militia, whose brilliant cam 
paign in tho Northwest gained him fame 
and a title, will shortly arrive at Victoria. 
The object of their visit is to select a site 
for a military barracks. McCauley'a Point 
was originally selected for the purpose, 
but tho mat'or has unaccountably hung 
fire for more than two years. Doubtless 
the mayor and council, the board of trade 
and citizens generally will seize the oppor-. 
tunity of paying tho visitors those atten- 
tions which befit tlioir rank and distin- 
guished service?.

I am not so widl acquainted with Hong- 
kong as lam with Canton and Macao, as 1 
was there but seven months, while in a 
boarding school. As no wore not allowed 
to go into the heart of the city but on 
special occasions, that part is still a mys- 
tery to me. Outside of the crowded 



tho whole river, and in spile of tho dis 
tanco you fancy you can hoar the noiso of 
the burning through tho stillness of tho 
night. At these fires the wildest confu- 
sion takes place, as the police there do 
not koop tho locality clear of everybody 
but the firemen; but tho owners of the

1 remember once t;oing up to 
some country place within a few hours 
distance from Canton to see the scene of 
a great tiro that had occurred tho day be- 
fore, and I saw sovoral corpses of persons 
burned to death still lying on tho ground 
I had only a glimpse of them, however, as 
wo hurried away from the ghastly sight 
as soon as we camo upon it. 

Twelve or thirteen years ago, when 1 
was at tho ago of seven or eight, my 
brother and I were invited by a Chinese 
friend to stay at his country homo for a 
few weeks. Tho distance of his village 
was not groat from Canton, as wo took 
but about half a day by a fast boat to 



roach the village of Ngan Pin. T did nut. i m rts, however, wo were allowed free 
see much on tho way up, as somehow 1 
fell asleep soon after wo started, and only 
woke up amidst the preparation for going 



ashore. It is an unfortunate circumstance 
that wo were so young when we made 
this our only stay for any length of time 
with a Chinese family, and remember so 
little of what we experienced, as this 
family was a 

REPRESENTATIVE CHINESE IUUH FAMILY 
and by them we might know the reyiwe of 
a Chinese residence. 1 do not oven re- 
member hokv many weeks we stayed with 
them, but this 1 know, that we were 
treated and regaled with every thing good 
that was obtainable, 1 believe. Tho house 
was of three stories, simply furnished, 
but, and this will sound strange to you as 
said in connection with things Chinese, 
scrupulously neat and clean. From the 
third story, we could look out on green 
fiolds and woods stretching away as far as

MAOMFIUENT I'DULIC GARDEN, 
and once a mouth, when the moon was at 



the full and the weather permitted, 
there was band-playing aud prome- 
nading in it. We frequently walked 
out on Saturday afternoons on a 
road cut out of the rocks at tho side of the 
island, high up above tho city, and once 
we walked along it as far as Stanley, a 
settlement on the other side of tho island 
from the city of Victoria, tho capital of 
the island of Hongkong.

In one quiet 
part of a wood close by the village, 1 saw 
a number of empty cotlins, and on inquiry 
I found that they wore destined to eu- 
closo persona still living. This, however, 
is by no moans the usual practice of Chi- 
nese in this respect. Those particular 
individuals who had coflins prepared for 
themselves thus early must have had very 
little reliance on their own powers of en- j 
durance. Tho only mishap during our | 
stay was when my brother essayed to race j 
with some of tho village lads. It was to- 
wards tho dusk o f tho evening, which cir- 
cumstance, combined with his ignorance 
of how the Chinese villagers laid out their 
fields, caused him to run plump into a 
paddy field, from which ho emerged a 
wiser aud r. temporarily darker individual, i 
Ono word more concerning the inside of 
our friend's house. Meals were served 
out to the male members of the household j 
first, and when they have done, tho re- 
mains were taken inside and reset for tho 
ladies. This is a fact, and was the rule 
at every meal during our Btay. 

1 havo already mentioned that our

FRONTED ON THE RIVER. 
We availed ourselves of that fact tn in- 
dulge in at least two amusements. The 
first of them is something like fishing. In 
tho interstices of tho stones of tho land- 
ing a groat many little crabs, a very 
small species, about an inch in length 
only — I do not know if there are such 
creatures in this country — take up their 
abode; they frequently come out from 
their holes at obb-"ide in search for food. 
We would come armed with strings, aud 
baits attached, and sitting down on the 
edge of tho landing, cast our baits gotitly 
down close to the crovices of the stones, 
and wait for Mr. Crab to show himself, 
which he generally does after a little 
while. He comes cautiously out, and 
watches tho bait for several moments lie- 1 
fore he clutches it. As soon as he doen 
bo, we give the string a quick but gentle 
pull upwards, and up comes Mr. Crab 
before he could make up his mind to lot i 
go of the dainty he had got hold of. The i 
other amusement wo indulged in was 
paddling various little boats, like flat- 
bottomed canoes, that belonged to the 
boat people who stationed themselves by 
our landing. 

THE CURRENT OF TUB RIVER 
was generally very strong, especially at 
ebb-tide, so we vory seldom ventured out j 
far into tho stream. Once, however, | 
when tho river was at high tide wo, that ! 
is, my elder brother and I, thought we 
would paddlo out into tho middle of I ho 
river, which is at this point about half a 
mile wide. But as soon as we got nut, we 
found we were deceived in tho gentleness 
of tho current, for before we knew it, we 
were carried up stream and got mixed up 
with tho hugo junks at anchor in too j 
river. Watching an opportunity, how- I 
ever, wo stopped our unwilling progress 
upwards by catching held of tho anchor 
rope of one of the junks, and nt, last sue- j 
ceoded, how, I can scarcely remember j 
now, in returning home. Our parents 
did not know of our little adventure till 
a lady who lived nearly opposite the point ! 
where we stopped tho boat, and hnu seen 
everything, camo and told them what she 
saw. We were much obliged to her for 
it, for after she left our houso thero on- ; 
sued a scene over which tho curtain is 
usually drawn. 

Almost regularly every summer, we 
wont down for a month or so to Macao, 
distant from Canton about 70 miles. There 
wo had delightful times at the sea side, 
seeing drills and band playings of Portu 
guese soldiers, and observing the manners 
that obtained amongst the. Portuguese 
portion of tho inhabitants. Macao was

by a Chinese emeporor about 300 years 
ago, in compensation for services rendered 
China by the Portuguese in helping to 
suppress piracy on Chinese waters. The 
place looks very much like the picture-I 
once saw of Naples. It was a place of 
considerable business till Hongkong was 
settled and started up as its rival. At

carrying some vegetables for tho governor, 
ho said, thinking to scire us, which, how 
ever, did not deter us from relieving him 
of some big tempting carrots, when w hat 
should come upon us suddenly, after we 
had climbed moro than half way up the 
mountain, but lirst a thick fog, through 
which we could not seo many yards in any 
direction from us, and next a drenching 
rain, which wot us to the Bkin in a sur- 
prisingly short time, unprotected as we 
were. Anyone who saw our determined 
and hopeful aspect when starting off would 
scarcely hive recognized us in our woful 
plight afterwards when we alternately run 
and walked hurriedly down tho side of tho 
mountain again through tho merciless 
rain. Perhaps then, in our adversity, a 
remorseful thought flitted acrosB our 
minds in connection with tho innocent 
gardener and thosu carrots. Subsequently 
we tried the ascent again on a lino day; 
but this tune the heat was so great that 
we had to turn back from shi er exhaus- 
tion. We wero repaid, however; by the 
beautiful view of the harbor aud shipping 
from the height that wo reached. An old 
friend who has just returned by the last 
steamer from about, forty years of mission- 
ary labor :u Canton, told uie that on thia 
peak, which we tried in vain to ascend, 
quite a little town has boon built, chiefly 
of residences, to and from which the oc- 
cupants go down to business in tho city 
below morning and evening, carried in 
chairs by coolies, and that a church has 
also been built up there for tho conveni- 
ence of thost, who have their abodes in 
this elevated but cooler part of the island. 
Towards the hot months our principal 
used to take lis boys across by Bteain 
launch to a place opposite Hongkong 
called Kowlsou and bathe in tho sea there. 
1 had just learned swimming whou the 
summer vacation arrived, and we woct 
back tn Canton and left, tho Hongkong 
Bchool forever.

it was tliiii, wo left China for Australia. It 
was on Washington's birthday that we loft 
Canton for Hongkong, and the next eve- 
ning, just about dusk, tho steamship that, 
bore ua steamed out uf Hongkong harbor, 
and the next morning when we woke up 
wo saw nothing around us but a wide ox- 
pansu of smooth sea.

army, was killed to-day while shooting 
grouse in the county of Dumfries, Scot- 
laud, by the accidental discharge of his 
gun. 

London, Sept. 3. — Tho Times, editor- 
ially, states that it has been officially in- 
timated at tho foreign office that Germany 
is willing to refer tho Caroline diuputo to 
the arbitration of friendly powers. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Sept. Li. — Germans will arm 
the proposed military stations in Zanzi- 
bar with Krupp guns. The German trav- 
eler Weiss, who has juat arrived from 
Zanzibar, has in his possession a treaty 
with the Sultan of Pangani, which is 
north of Usarago, and under German 
protection . 

FRANCE. 
London, Sept. 3. — Throe deaths from 
cholera are roported from Mullomort, 
France, six from Montagnac, and sevorul 
from other places in the department of 
Herault. Ono death from cholera has 
boon reported from Brendorf, Transylva- 
nia. Cholera has also appeared at Al- 
giers. 

Paris, Kept. .1. — Tho French govorn- 
men has issued an order prohibiting an 
auti Gorman demonstration in Franco by 
Spanish residents.

Kingston, Aug. 25. — In the infanti- 
cide rsase in the asylum tho jury 
brought in n verdict that the child 
died of strangulation.

A. L Morse, who was supposed to 
have bL'en the man who jumped from 
the steamer Aiiuis Laurie last Friday 
night, is alive and well at his home in 
Lowville.

Yesterday morning \V. E. Small- 
field, jr., one of the editors of tho Ren- 
frew Mercury, was attacked by two 
strong men and badly beaten. Bad 
feeling has boon engendered because of 
the prominent part Sniallfiekl has 
taken in the Scott Act campaign. 

Montreal, Aug. 25. — A scandalous 
affray took place between two citizens 
moving in good sooinly here last even- 
ing, at the entrance to the City Passen- 
ger railway oflice on Craig street. Tho 
actors in the disgraceful af'air were a 
Mr. Jordan, who corumer ?d the on- 
slaught; and a Mr. Gagnon, the head 
of a local commercial agency here. The 
parties have made thomsolves conspicu- 
ous on two or three former occasions 
by similar street exhibitions of rowdy- 
ism, which have caused interviews with 
the police magistrate. The casus belli 
is the gr' -'n-eyed monster. Mr. Jordan 
has on several occasions warned Mr. 
Gagnon, who is a real estate owner in 
good circumstances, and said to be of 
fascinating manners among the fair 
sex, not to pay attention to his ^Mr. 
Jordan's better half, as they are offen- 
sive, but the advice has apparently not 
been followed, as every time the parties 
meet Mr. Jordan takes tho law into 
his own hands and administers chas- 
tisement to the disturber of his peace 
of mind. The only prominent marks of 
punishment which the accused Lothario 
receive 1 were on his hat, which was 
crushed out of all shape. The sympathy 
of the crowd was very pronounced in 
favor of Mr. Jordan, and it was osving 
to the fact that Mr. Gagnon was taken 
into the oflice of tho City Passenger 
railway that an end to the uproar was 
secured. ' 
. Sr. Tuomas, Aug. 2G. —Neville, the 9- 
yoar-old sou of Alderman Dill, had his 
remaining eye destroyed to-day by an 
arrow from a cross-bow.

Ho promised to bo in 
the house of commons tho same friend of 
tho Metis that he had been in tho North- 
west. 

A cable dispatch says: "Colonel Den - 
nison, of the governor-general's body 
guard, who accompanied the Nilo voy- 
ageurs to Egypt, has been made a com- 
panion of the order of St. Michaol and 
St. George." 

Mono Mills, Aug. 28. — Thomas White 
was elected for Card well by 350. 

Montreal, Aug. 2i>. — The total export 
of cattle from Montreal for the past woek 
was 2,558, against 2,155 for tho previous 
woek; from Boston 709, agaitiBt 278 for 
tho previous week. Tho week's exports 
of sheep from Montreal were 3,258, 
against 4G4 for the provious week, and 
from Boston 250, against none the pre- 
vious week. 

A torrible murder was committed yes- 
terday ou tho lower Lachine road, by 



which a fine young farmer, named Win, 
Monteith, lost his life. He, with hia 
younger brothers, wero engaged in driv- 
ing a lot of garden thieves out of their 
orchard, when one of the gang turned on 
William and smashed in his skull with 
the butt end of a shot gun. Tho culprits 
escaped, leaving tho gun, a sack filled with 
apples, and a basket, to lead to their cap- 
ture, which thu detectives have no doubt 
will take placo within a few hours. The 
cowardly murder has raised up the wholo 
community, and roughs after this will 
havo a hot position en any farm they may 
trespass on. Tho deceased was 20 years 
old, six feet high mid of lino physique, 
and most highly respected.

Election of Ollitcrs and Council. 



The nnnual meeting of the Board of 
Trade was held yesterday aftornoon. 
Tho attendance was vory largo, tho rooms 
being crowded, and tho interest shown 
vory great. After routine business, the 
secretary, Mr. E. C. Baker, M. P., road 

TUB ANNUAL REPORT, 

which is an exhaustive and able docu- 
ment. Tho membership has increased 
during the year from 811 to 90. Thero 
have been four deaths, via.; W, J. Jeff- 
ree, B. Leneveu, L. Lowenborg and P. 
McQuade, and but onn resignation. No 
vacancies have occurred among the officers, 
council or arbitrators. No further cor- 
respondence on the subject of amalgamat- 
ing with tho Dominion Board of Trado 
has taken place, nor is the board in pos- 
session of any further information as to 
the British and Colonial Union. Tho 
visit of Hon. J. A. Chapleau, secretary of 
atate, the Chineso commission and the 
various other matters which the 
members of the board discussed with 
that gentleman, are referred tu. The 
action taken by the board with regard to 
the storage of explosivos and tho canning 
of goods is explained In spite of the 
remonstrance of the board "nothing defi- 
nite has so far been reached as to chang- 
ing tho name of the town of Vancouver, 
either by concession or coercion, and ap- 
parently there ia no immediate necessity." 
The matters of American tugs towing in 
British waters and of foreign divers 
diving in the outer harbor have had the 
best attention of the board and tho re- 
sults have in the main been satisfactory. 
Considerable space is devoted to Victoria 
harbor improvements and the stipa taken 
by tho Ottawa members for this city at 
the request of the board are stated. The 
ineffective character of the tish hatchery 
arrangements has been represented to the 
dominion authorities. With regard to 
tho defences, when it became known that 
Colonel Holmes recommended the estab- 
lishment of tho military barracks at Coal 
Harbor, a resolution of tho board was 
sent to Ottawa and tho minister of militia 
promised that he would personally in- 
spect tho several sites before a selection 
would be made. Tho timber regulations, 
the transportation charges, insolvency, 
the woollen mill, quarantine hospital, the 
second telegraph cable, and many other 
matters have occupied the attention of 
the otlicera during the year, and appear 
to have been ably and in many instances 
successfully dealt with. The cash assists 
of the board amount to §1919. 47 t $.1350 
of which is invested at 8 per cent. 

The report waa unanimously adopted. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Mr. llithet waa unanimously olected 
president, but positively declined to serve, 
whereupon Mr. J. H. Todd was unani- 
mously voted to tho chair. Mr. M. T.

BRITISH COLUMBIA' 

A Sensational Dispittcli Con* 
ceE'iiiiig Mew Wcslniinster. 

Visit of Sir Atloliili Caron and 
Sir Fred Middleton. 



An Ottawa dispatch to tho St. Paul 
Globe says: The laud in the railroad belt 
of British Columbia ia now in the market, 
and an ofliee for tho administration of 
Dominion lands will bB opened in New 
Westminster, B. C , as soon aa tho sur- 
veys, which are now proceeding, are com- 
pleted. If the cost of deepening and 
widening the mouth of the Fraser river 
for tho admission of vessel-! of deop 
draught is found to be too mu;h, then an 
effort will be made to get a tjovernment 
appropriation for that purpose. It i>* pro- 
posed to construct a canal between Mud 
Bay and the Fraser. The present diitauce 
between Mud Bay and New Westminster 
is tif y miles, but by the construction of a 
canal the distance would bo reduced to 
eight miles. If lauds in tho railway 
belt are Dominion lands, then it ia urged 
that tho federal authorities should open 
up the country by a system of roads. Sur- 
voya are now going forward to have a 
branch road from Now Westminster and 
an extension to Coal Harbor, both to 
make close connection with the main line 
of the Canadian I'aci lie railroad. The 
routes have not been delinitely deter- 
mined. It ia not known whether any 
part of the Canadian Pacific railroad in 
British Columbia has been accepted by 
the government. It is bulioved, however, 
that the government has taken over the 
section between Port Moody and Emory, 
subject to tho performance of certrin 
works considered necessary to iho fulfil- 
ment of the contract, but the government 
does not care to declare the road open for 
traffic, and will not assume the responsi- 
bility. 

B KIT! -ill COLUMBIA DRFENOES. 
Oitwva, Aug. 27.— It ia expected that 
Genrml Middleton will, within a few days 
leave fm British Columbia for tho pur- 
pose of looking :-.fter the defences of that 
province, and .-electing a proper location 
forthonew battery. Captain Peters, who 
was in command of the detachment of A 
battery during the Northwest campaign, 
is likely to command the new battery with 
the rank of Major. Coal Harbor is men- 
tioned as tho most probable location of 
the now battery.

THE LASiE COUNTY MURDER 
MYSTERY SOLVED. 

The Iflurdervr Hangs Himself. 

EuaupfE City, Oregon, Sept. 1.— Sun- 
day night about 9 o'clock David Boggs 
went to the house of D. VV. Church, in 
Mohawk valley, ten miles northeast of 
Eugene. Mr. Church and wife were in 
bed, and BoggB pounded on the side of 
the house with the buttjof a gun to call 
Church out. Church drew on his overalls 
and went out at the front door. Boggs 
must have stopped between Church and 
the door and drew the gun when Church 
started toward tho north gato. Boggs 
then shot him in tho back, the bullet 
passing just above the heart. Death 
probably was instantaneous. 

THE ATTACK ON .MRS. C1IURCU. 

Boggs then went in the house and as- 
saulted Mra. Church, blood being found 
all over the floor. She then ran through 
the house, out of the north gale and 
aoross a creek, forty yards from the house, 
whero Boggs caught her. lie threw hor 
down, and with a sharp-edged six-pound 
atone boat her on tho head until he thought 
life waa extinct. 

Bogga' Winchester rille was found near 
Mrs. Church. It seems that after shoot- 
ing Church, Bogga could not throw out 
tho empty cartridge to reload, and there- 
fore uaed aBtone on Mis. Church. 

Monday at 3 p. in , J, P, Yarnall waa 
paasing by and aaw Church. He called 
neighbors, and at 4 p. m. they found the 
body of Mra. Church, with nothing on 
hor but a short chemise, drawn up lo tho 
neck. There were no marks on her per- 
son, except on her head, whore there were 
four distinct gashes, the skull over the 
right eye being broken in . Bruises on 
the neck indicated an attempt at strangu- 
lation. 

Coroner Osborne held nn inquest over 
the body of Church on Monday evening, 
and a verdict was rendered lb it he met 
death at tho hands of David B ngs. 

HANGING IN Ills CABIN. 

Sheriff Campbell and poa.-e' then s;>Riit 
Monday night in search of Boega, About 
■i o'clock this tiioriiii.ij they approached 
Bngga' house, one mile south of the scone 
of the murder, and receiving no answer to 
a call they burst open the dnor,and found 
Boggs hanging from a beam, stone dead. 
He had taken a small rope, tied a slip knot, 
passed it over his head, stepped up into a 
chair, kickod it frum under him and fell. 
Being a heavy mail his nock was broken, 
although when found his feet woro flat on 
the floor. He evidently had come direct 
from Church's Sunday night, put on a 
clean pair of overalls and thon suspended 
himself. Blood w*.3 found on tho old over 
alls. Bogga' hat and gun were found at 
tho scene of the murder. 

The coronor's jury to-day ronderod a 
verdict that Bog^s met his death by his 
own hands. 

Chuich was buried to-day at Eugene 
and Boggs at Mohawk. Dr. Sharpies is 
skilfully tending Mrs. Church but her re- 
covery is doubtful. She has two sons and 
two daughters. Tho daughters are mar- 
ried. 

Bogga waa a widower and left Gv--^ chil- 
dren, mostly married. Church's ago was 
about 55. 

THE MOTIVE. 

Only one reason is assigned for Hoggs' 
doed. About two years ago Mra. Church, 
then Mrs. Jaaper Evans, obtained a 
d'vorco from Evans, Bogga had greatly 
admired her, and after tho divorce fur- 
nished het money now and then, and fin- 
ally aaked hor to marry him. Sho con- 
sented, but afterwards met D. VV. Church 
of Yroka, and last June they were married 
at Yreka. She returned to Mohawk 
some time since, and Mr. Church returned 
about two weeks ago. Boggs has beon 
jealous from the first. 
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IN CHEAT VARIETY AT 



New York, August 27. — Henry Ward 
Beecher was 6eon Tuesday evening at his 
country seat at Peekskill. With all hia 
old 6re and vehemence he denounced as 
an infamous lie the atory that he was to 
leave Plymouth church and that he waa 
sadly in debt. Mr. Beecher declared ho 
did not owe a penny that could not be 
had for the asking. "As soon as I feel 
myself going," 3aid Mr. Beecher, "I shall 
be ready to welcome a younger man, and 
help him all I can to go on with the work.

The San Francisco Chronicle of recent 
dutesaya: The pupils of the Hayes Val- 
ley Grammar School have boon in a state 
of ferment during iho week, owing to the 
regrading of the school, which ia now in 
progress. During the latter part of the 
school term it became apparent to the 
superintendent and the members of 
the school board that several of the schools 
were overgr.ided — that is, the pupils were 
pushed ahead too quickly, and teachers in 
their efforts to proinoto a large class, often 
promoted pupils who should have remain- 
ed another year in the grade. The evil 
was apparent in the Hayes Valley Gram- 
mar School, and at the commencement of 
this week Deputy Superintendent O'Con- 
nor commenced examining the grammar 
grades of the school to ascertain what 
pupils would do better in a lower grade. 
The result ha3 proved very disastrous to 
a largo number of the pupils, as many as 
twenty-six scholars in some classes having 
failed to pass the examinations, and con- 
sequently have been recommended to bo 
reduced to a loWor grade. Mrs. Fowler, 
the school inspector, has already examin- 
ed the primary grades of the school, and 
many pupils have also failed in those 
classes .

A m ISS.BN SENSATION". 

An Irate Husband Whips his 
Wife's Alleged Seduces'— The 
Itlen Well Known. 

London, Aug. 30.— The fracas in Dub- 
lin Thursday, when John Pplliak thrashed 
Capt. Barry, of the Royal Horse artillery, 
and John Albert Blakoly, deputy-lieuten- 
ant for county Galway, is expected to re- 
sult in some sonsational revelations of the 
manners, customs and morality of the 
Irish aristocracy, especially that portion 
represented by the Dublin Castle clique. 
Capt. Barry, who is a son of Lord Juntice 
Barry, first met Mra, Pollak at a ball 
given by Earl Spencer, while lord-lieut- 
enant of Iroland, in Dublin Ca3tlo. Aneye- 
witness of the alfray says that Pollak con- 
cealed himself behind a pillar, about half- 
an-hour before Bany appeared, and us the 
lattor mounted the outside of a car Pollak 
seized him by the throat with his left 
hand and vigorously used his walking 
stick with his right, at the same time yell- 
ing, "You scoundrel, seducer and wife- 
stealer I" The horse attached to tho car 
became restless during the row, and Bar- 
ry tumbled from the car into the gutter, 
with Pollak on top still whacUiug him, 
and his face bleeding from the efi'ect of 
several blows. A number of members of 
the Kildar Club stood in the doorway of 
tho club house laughing at tho athiir and 
not inclined to interfere to stop the tight, 
until a cry of "police" was raised, when 
mutual friends'separated Iho contesntaiils. 
It was with dilliotilty that Pollak waa pull- 
ed away from Barry, and whoil tho for- 
mer retired from the scene of the Bght he 
shouted: "You know where to find mo 
when you want satisfaction. " 

CAPTAIN BAUltYH STORY. 

In an interview to day Capt. Barry 
said: "] had just mounted a car, and 
was pulling on my gluvos when Pollak 
rushed from a pillar and seized me by the 
foot. I then jumped down to tho pave- 
ment, and ho struck mo several times 
with a stick. The blows were trivial and 
did mono injury. J threw down my cane 
and in the tussle which ensued I captured 
ina btick, fand still hold possession of it. 
Friends hero interfered and the affair end- 
ed. In accordance with the unwritten, 
code I have placed the matter in the 
handa of the colonel of my regiment, and 
will abide by his advice, which will prob- 
ably be to institute civil action for dam- 
ages, when I shall thoroughly expose tho 
character of Pollak. " 

A dispatch from Galway says the par- 
ties concerned in the affray are magis- 
trates, and well known in the county. 
Captain Barry was Earl Spaucer'a aide- 
de-camp while the oarl was lord lieuten- 
ant of Ireland. 

After tho fight with Barry Pollak 
mounted Pat Fallon's car, reputed to be 
the fastest in Dublin, and drove to Bur- 
lington road, where lie met and whipped 
John Blakely, who had been yachting 
with him just previous to the quarrel. 
Tho reason alleged for Pollak thrashing 
Blakely ia that the latter threatened to 
spoil Pollak's chances in the latter's action 
for divorce from hia wife by testifying 
that Pollak himself was an adulterer and 
that he frequently had women of bad 
character aboard hia yacht (luring his 
trips. 

IS LOO UT II I EC ST Y DYNAMIT- 
ERS' 

Quarreling With Their More 
■Seasonable Associates. 

London, Aug. 22.— Tho Pall Mall 
Gazette this afternoon publishes a copy 
of a loiter from O'Donovan Uossa to hia 
dynamite agents in Havre and Antwerp. 
Rossa blames tho agents for their present 
inactivity, and says to them: "You have 
plenty of oatmeal and won't uso it." He 
then commands them to recommence the 
dynamite war and arrange for several 
"simultaneous explosions" in England 
forthwith. Bed Jim McDermott, Uossa 
says, is still living, although there is a re- 
ward of §2,000 for his execution. 

The correspondent of tho Gazette at- 
tributes tho present apparent apathy 
among the dynamiters to the wrangling 
between tho radical section of the party 
nnd the moderates. The latter, lie says, 
wish to give tho present tory prime min- 
ister, the Marquis of .Salisbury, a fair 
trial, and they contend that the pursuit 
of a policy of exasperation against. l?ng- 
land just now will hopelessly destroy all 
chances of home rule.

LETTERS RECEIVED BY SENATORS 
AND REPRESENTATIVES. 



Legislator* at Washington Overwliolriiorl 
by Communications Scut Through the 
l'oitolllce — Popular Coiigresauioii 
and Tholr Correspondeuts. 



[Washington Cor. Chicago News.] 
It requires tho services of eleven per- 
sons to handle the mail of the different 
representatives and senators at the capit&L 
There are four deliveries a day of what is 
known as the congressional mail — one, thu 
morning delivery, heforo breakfast, two 
at the capitol during the hours the wiso 
solons are in sessioiij and another iu tho 
evening. Tho lirst and last deliveries are 
ut the private residence of the momhers. 
Twelvo wagon loadr '«f letters and papers 
compriso the average of the house mail 
for each day. That of the senate of course 
is much smaller. In addition to tho regu- 
lar clerks, drivers, and messengers each 
chamher employs a limited uuiabtx of 
boys who are "known as riding pages, 
They are furnished ponies ami are used to 
deliver letters and documents at tho dif- 
Jerent departments and elsewhere through- 
out the city. Each receives a salary of 
$1)00 per annum. There are three of theso 
youngsters on the house side. The senate 
is more extravagant. 'With scarcely ono- 
tifth as many members they Hud it impos- 
sible to get along with less than four rid- 
ing pages. This may be said to be charac- 
teristic of the senate in every particular. 
That body has twice the number of em- 
ployes relatively that the house has audi 
the pay is invariably better. 

Speaker Carlisle gets the heaviest mail 
of any man in public life. Next to him, 
among tho representatives, come Ran- 
dall, with llelford of Colorado third, Bel- 
mont of New York fourth, and Judge 
Kellcy of I'ennsylvania tilth. HandalT'a 
und Kelley's mails, like that of CoL JUor- 
rison, are mostly communications from 
business men and others asking for in 
formation on matters of tariff, tinances, 
und kindred subjects. 

Mr. iJelford's heavy mail is explained 
by reason of his being tho only reprosen 
tativo of a young and rapidly growing 
commonwealth. C olorado has" probably 
more veterans of the late war within her 
borders than any state of her size in the 
union. As most of these people are in- 
terested in pensions, either to the extent 
of asking information as to the best 
means of procuring one or inquiring as to 
delays in their settlement, it will be seen 
that, his correspondence must be neces- 
earily large. Mr, Bel ford is pleased to ba 
the object of this voluminous correspond- 
ence and boasts of it among his fellow- 
niembers with as much evident pride as 
if each particular envelope contained a 
certificate of good character. 

Of the Illinois members, Col. Morrison 
receives the largest mail. As chairman of 
the ways and means committee he fre- 
quently received as many as sixty letters a 
day last session. 

(Jen. Logan receives tho heaviest mail 
of any member of the senate. After Lis 
nomination last summer it increased so 
rapidly that the services of his secretary 
End Mrs. Logan were entirely inadequate 
to the task of keeping up the arrears. Uu 
such occasions it was no uncommon prac- 
tice for the visitors to Gen. Logan's rooms, 
many of whom were employes of the gov- 
ernment, to assist him with this work. 
Old tables, chairs, and even hat-boxes, 
Would be utilized as desks, and often half 
a dozen supernumeraries would ba 
found laboring until midnight It 
Is (Jen. Logan's invariable rule 
to answer every letter sent to 
him. His mail comes principally from sol- 
diers, and is not confined by any means 
to his constituents in Illinois. Not infre- 
quently veterans write to him from the 
middle and New England states. The 
bulk of letters from soldiers of the late 
war residing iu the extreme southern 
fctatee is addressed to Gen. Logan. Mrs. 
Logan overlooks the general's mail. Long 
familiarity as his amanuensis euaoles her 
to tell directly which letters sho can at- 
tend to herself without troubling her hus- 
band to read. She is better known to the 
clerks in the pension olliee than the gen- 
eral, and of late years she hns attended to 
nearly all of his correspondence. Many 
of tlsese letters are Insufficiently stamped. 
The deficit is paid by the senator. This 
item of expense alone is said to a nouut to 
$25 per annum. 

Plumb, of Kansas, follows Logan as the 
recipient of the next largest mail, with 
Allison, of Iowa, and Yoorhees, of Indi- 
ana, not far behind. 

As a rule the Republicans receive much 
larger mails than tho Democrats. The 
difference in Yoorhees' case is explained 
by his personal popularity. Popular men 
In congress are deluged with letters in the 
lame degree as they, in private life, re- 
ceive more attention than those who are 
more exclusive. Yoorhees is easilv ap. 
proached, and is a hail-fellow well-met 
among the homespun farmers of the 
Boosier state. Next to Yoorhees, Jones, 
of Florida, receives the largest mail on 
the Democratic side. Like iMford, he is 
proud of it Jones was born iu Ireland, 
and worked his way to his present promi- 
nence from a shoe- maker's bench. His 
correspondence comes from every section 
of the country, in which respect it is sim- 
ilar to Gen. Logan's, though not so diffuse. 

The Democrats are already paying the 
penalty of having achieved a great na- 
tional victory. Since tho election the mail 
of members of congress of that party has 
doubled— in some cases trebled. 



V 11»o Clock in Trinity j Towor. 
[Phrenological Journal.] 
Tho clock in Trinity church tower. 
New York city, is the heaviest iu America, 
The frame stands nine feet loug, live feet 
high, and three feet wide. The main 
wheels are thirty inches in diameter. 
There are three wheels iu the time train, 
and three each in the strike and the 
chime. The winding-wheels are 
formed of solid castings thirty 
inches in diameter and two inches thick, 
and are driven by a "pinion and arbor. " 
On this arbor is placed a jack, or another 
wheel, pinion and crank, and it takes S;iO 
turns of this crank to wind each weight 
up. It requiies 700 feet of three-inch 
rope for the three cords, and over an hour 
for two men to wind it. The pendulum 
is eighteen feet long, and oscillates 
twenty-live times per minute. The dials 
are eight 'cct in diameter, although they 
look little more than half that large from 
Broadwa}'. The three weights are about 
800, 1.2U0, and 1,600 pounds respectively. 
A large lor is placed at the bo.ttom of the 
well that holds about a bale of cottou- 
waste, so that if a cord should break tho 
cotton would check the concussion. 



Opera In New York. 
[George Alfred TownseiiJJ 
In New York are certain persons who 
have got together money, and who have 
no further means of distinguishing them- 
selves than by becoming directors in 
opera houses, etc. It is the custom for 
the very rich families here to take a prin- 
cipal box by the season, nud consequently 
a director iu the oper:-i has a certain en- 
tree to society. Now and then they fall 
out among each other ami tight like dogs 
and cats for these directorships. .Much 
of the true happiness in opera is to bo 
seen up in the top tier, where the peo- 
ple go in cloth costume for the sake of 
hearing the. music, and there you can 
find the real talent of the house among 
the young girls who know their pianos, 
and the mothers who once played theirs 
with skill and who feel the necessity of 
refinement in their children. 



The Flrsf irapoieon's Carriage. 

IPliiladsdplila Press.] 

The carriage in wliich the First Napo- 
leon made his famous retreat from Mos- 
cow, and in which ho, as emperor, set out 
from Paris in tho campaign which closed 
at Waterloo, is now preserved in Loudon 
among tho etl'cctsof the duke of Welling- 
ton. It is a two-seated conveyance, and 
the top, or cover, is liued with thin sheet- 
iron. Thero is also a frout curtain of 
iron, which can he lowered at will. The 
wheels are large and heavy, and the steps 
ut cither side silver finished and of a curi- 
ous desiga 

The rear seat was the one used by 
Napoleon. Under the cushion of tho seat 
he carried blankets and pillows. Tho 
back of the front seat opens, and at the 
right hand forms n small cupboard, in 
which, wero tin plates, knives, spoons, 
water can and a sniuii fluid lamp. Uu thu 
left Is a loug opening, extending for- 
ward nearly to the "dash hoard, " and 
iuto which the emperor of the lirst nation 
of Europe was want to extend his feet and 
legs, in order that he might lie at full 
length. The blankets, pillows, spoons, 
knives and lamps that were used by tho 
-jmperor are still presetted,
